WEDNESDAY, SEPTEMBER 17, 1997 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: Large fire activity occurred in the Northern Rockies.
Minor initial attack activity was reported elsewhere. Very high fire
indices continue to be reported on several units in the Southern
California, Western Great Basin and Northern Rockies Areas.

NORTHERN ROCKIES LARGE FIRES:

HUBBARD, Charles M. Russell NWR. This lightning fire is burning in
Pinyon Juniper and grass approximately 95 miles northeast of Lewistown,
MT. The Ffire is exhibiting erratic fire behavior due to high winds. A
major concern iIn addition to the high winds are bow hunters in the area.
The fire is burning near the Ice Cream Butte fire which is 100 acres.
These two fires are expected to burn together.

OUTLOOK:

Central and southern California will be partly cloudy. A cold front
passing through northern California will bring mostly cloudy skies and
scattered showers. There will be areas of coastal fog and low clouds.
High temperatures will be in the mid 60"s and 70"s along the coast, 60"s
and 70"s iIn the mountains, and 80"s to 100 in the inland valleys and
deserts.
